CUSTOM HOUSE REGULATIONS. 


Regular Custom Houses having been 
established at Batavia, Samarang, and 
Sourabaya, no description of Vessels are 
allowed to enter for Trade at any other 
Harbour or Port in Java, without special 
permission for that purpose. _ 

The following Kegulations and Duties 
are established by Government to take 
effect from the 15th January. 

BATAVIA. 

The Custom House will be open every 
day, (Sundays and Holidays excepted) 
from nine o'clock in the morning until 
three o'clock in the afteruoon, or as much 
later as may be necessary for the accom= 
modation of Traders, 

The Commanders or Supercargoes of all 
Vessels, are, on their àrrival in the Roads 
of Batavia, to transmit to the Collector ‘of 
of Customs, a {rme manifest of their Im= 
port Cargoes. nj 

Âll Goods and Patkafes, without ex» 
ception imported from sea, shall be land» 
ed at the Custom House Wharf; and if 
landed, or attempted to be landed at any 
other place, without express permission, 
they shall be liable. to confiscatson. 

Any Merchandize or Goods landed or

Captain Edmond Morris, of the Honora- 
ble Company’s European Regimeut, tor ‘the 
murder of a native, at Wynota, on the Island 
of Amboyna, on the 3Uth of April last. 
‘On the day above stated, the prisoner, who is 
a Commissary at Amboyna, was superintend. 
Ing the landing of some Horses and Buffaloes, 
belonging to the Honorable Company. One 
of the Horses in charge of the deceased got 
loose and ran away, whereupon Captain Mor. 
ris struck thè'deceased on the stomach, with 
iis fist and knocked him down. Pour wit. 
nesses deposed to these facts, and one of them 
added that the deceased received a kick from 
the Horse, (which was fighting with another) 
in the lower part of his belly. On the man’s 
falling, Captain Morris struck ‘him with a 
rattan ou the back, ordering bim to get up 
ând catch the Horse ; but the maa was unable 
to rise, and soon after died. A very favora- 
ble testimony was givén tó the humauity of the 
prisoner and his kindriess towards fhose plac- 
ed under bim. Sir William Burroughs, be. 
fore summing up the evidence, defined for the- 
guidance of the Jury, the circumstances of 
homicide, wkich constitute murder. It must 
appear that the prisner was actuated by 
ïnalice against the deceased or others; or that 
he is of such a depraved disposition .as to 
rehâcrt Him regardless of the lìves of his 
fellow creatures. 'Thüs, if a man were to dis. 
charge a gui into a crowd ánd kill any per- 
son, or mounted on an unruly Horse, were, 
knowing such temper of the animal, to ride 
into a crowd and occasion the death of any 
person ; such acts would establish a disre. 
gard to the safety of- others that constitutes 
the crime of murder. In the present case no 
proof of either of these necessary constitu- 
ents appeared ; the act was clearly the result 
öf sudden passion, and the prisoner’s humáne 
disposition was satisfattorily proved. Two 
points, therefore, were for the consideration 
of the Jury 5 first, whether the death of the 
deceased was caused by blows received from 
the prisoner ; or, secondly, by the kick from 
the Horse-lf they were persuaded of the 
datter, their verdict must be mot guilty ; and 
if they were deubtful whether death resulted 
from the blows or the kick, it would &ûII be 
their duty to ecquit the, prisoner.—Should 
they on the other hand believe the blows- in- 
flieted by the ptisoner to be the causeof 
death, then unguestionably it would be their 
Öuty to find the prisoner guilty of mans.
